JUDGE HAYNES: Pursuant to the direction of
the Illinois Comerce Comm ssion, | cal
Docket 09-0454. This is the Application of
Broadvi ew Networks, Inc., for a Certificate of Local
Aut hority to operate as a facilities based and
non-facilities based carrier of telecommnications
services in the State of Illinois.

MR. STANTON: Tom Stanton on behalf of the Staff
of the Illinois Conmerce Comm ssion, Office of
General Counsel, 160 North LaSalle Street,

Suite C-800, Chicago, Illinois 60601.

JUDGE HAYNES: And on behalf of the Applicant?

MR. HUNTER: Charles Hunter on behalf of
Broadvi ew Networks, Inc., 800 West Chester Avenue,
Rye Brook, New York 10573.

And with me in the remote hearing room
is Corey Rinker, the chief financial officer of
Broadvi ew Networks, as well.

JUDGE HAYNES: Ckay. Is it M. Rinker?
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MR. HUNTER: Yes, M. Rinker.

JUDGE HAYNES: M. Hunter, you're the one that
filed pre-filed testinmny, though.

MR. HUNTER: Yes, | am | invited Corey to join
me sinmply because the Staff had raised several
financial issues and | just wanted to make sure that
we could respond to any questions that were raised.

JUDGE HAYNES: Okay.

Did you have any statenent you would
like to make before we ask you questions or just go
ri ght ahead with some Staff questions here?

MR. HUNTER: Just a very brief statenment.

Broadvi ew - -

JUDGE HAYNES: You know what -- this is
M. Hunter, right?

MR. HUNTER: Ri ght .

JUDGE HAYNES: Why don't you and M. Rinker
rai se your hands to be sworn in, since you'll be
testifying.

Pl ease raise your right hands.

MR. HUNTER: Okay.

(Wtnesses sworn.)
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JUDGE HAYNES: Go ahead, M. Hunter.
MR. HUNTER: Just briefly.

Broadvi ew started back in 1996. | t
has grown to be one of the |argest conmpetitive
carriers in the Northeast and M d-Atlantic states.
Our revenues run in the 450 to $500 mllion range.
We serve, primarily, small to medium size
busi nesses. We have about 60 or so thousand
busi ness custoners currently, another 15 to 20, 000
residential customers, as well.

We're a facilities based carrier.
We're a switch based carrier. W provide sone of
our own transport, but |eave much of it as well as
the last mle access to the customers.

We are now engaged in an initiative to
move beyond our base in the Northeast and
M d-Atlantic to a nationwi de offering and that's why
we are applying in Illinois as well as all the other
states in the contiguous United States.

We are going to be providing,
initially, a hosted 10 -- PO E product throughout

the contiguous United States. But the one thing
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t hat we have found from experience is once we
provi de one service to a customer, they tend to cone
back to us for more. So putting aside questions of
jurisdiction or whatever, we have made the decision
that we want to be certificated across the country
and be able to provide any services that our
customers require.

JUDGE HAYNES: Okay. And before we nove on, |
see that you had pre-filed testinmony.

MR. HUNTER: Yes, we did.

JUDGE HAYNES: And was that testinony prepared
by you?

MR. HUNTER: Yes, it was.

JUDGE HAYNES: And if you were asked those
guestions today, would your answers be the sane?

MR. HUNTER: W th only one change. In the
testimony we had accurately reflected the extent of
our certifications across the country as well as our
applications, that has now changed because of the
passage of time we have applications pending in al
states in which we were not previously certified for

|l ocal certification. And of the 30 or so
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applications that we have filed we have been granted
authority in 10 additional states.

JUDGE HAYNES: Ckay.

Staff, do you have any objection to nme
admtting that testimony into the record?

MR. STANTON: No.

JUDGE HAYNES: OCkay. Then the pre-filed direct
testimony of Charles Hunter is admtted into the
record.

And | had one other question,
procedurally, here. Your Exhibit 10 is your
financial information.

MR. HUNTER: Yes, it is.

JUDGE HAYNES: Was that supposed to be
confidential ?

MR. HUNTER: No. We are actually a public
filer. W do not have publicly traded stock, but
our debt is publicly traded. So that is a public
record at the Securities & Exchange Comm ssi on. So
we're out in the public already.

JUDGE HAYNES: Ckay.

Then I'll turn it over to Staff here,
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if they have any questions for you.

MR. STANTON: Sure.

We had pronul gated some data requests

to the company and they responded on December 11t h,
| believe -- 10th or 11th, and we can go through --
| guess | can ask him the questions or they can
just -- actually, there's a couple clarifying
guestions. And, you know, we'd |like the data
responses admtted into the record. So whatever the
ALJ pl eases, we could ask them the questions and
they can say that these are their answers or we
can -- if they're amenable, we can just stipulate to
the data requests being admtted into the record.
